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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1, 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Applicant's state the term "Trafila" in the claims, however, the examiner cannot 
determine from the specification and/or English dictionary what this term encompasses. 
Applicant is allowed to be his own lexicographer, however, the terms used must be 
defined so one of ordinary skill in the art can determine their meaning. 

4. Applicant states the term "mazzoni type" which is indefinite because the term 
"type" is open to include many interpretations and one skilled in the art would be unable 
to determine the metes or bounds of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ooms et al (4,310,479). 

1 0. Ooms et al disclose a process of making a variegated soap bar wherein said 
process includes combining two separate soap materials one being opaque and the 
other transparent; extruding said soap mass and forming noodles wherein said noodles 
are mixed carried on a conveyor belt, milled and plodded at temperatures from 65-85 
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degrees Celsius and/or until final extrusion produces a variegated soap bar (col. 2, lines 
35-50). 

1 1 . Oonns et al teach that said soap mass includes fatty acid soaps, emollients, 
perfumes, fillers and adjunct materials (col. 3, lines 25-35). For efficiency in production, 
Ooms et al teaches that said bars which have scraps are recycled back into the soap 
making process to produce another extruded soap bar as recited herein (col. 4, lines 
21-37). 

12. As this reference teaches all of the instantly required it is considered anticipatory. 
In the alternative that the above disclosure is insufficient to anticipate the above 

listed claims, it would have nonetheless been obvious to the skilled artisan to produce 
the claimed composition, as the reference teaches each of the claimed ingredients 
within the claimed proportions for the same utility. 

An obviousness determination is not the result of a rigid formula disassociated from the 
consideration of the facts of a case. Indeed, the common sense of those skilled in the 
art demonstrates why some combinations would have been obvious where others would 
not. See KSR Int'l Co. v. Teleflex Inc. . 550 U.S. _, 2007 WL 1237837, at *12 (2007) 
("The combination of familiar elements according to known methods is likely to be 
obvious when it does no more than yield predictable results.").
